Government Report Shows Marked In- 


crease In Price Of Foodstuffs 


During Last Year.

. Washington, Jan. 14.—Food prices 
m the United States during 1914 were 
higher than at any time during the 
last thirty-seven years, with the ex- 
ception of the years 18S2, when they 
were 4 per cent, higher 
than 1914 
prices; 1883 when they were on the 
same level, and in 1912 when they 
were 1 per cent, higher. The Bureau 
of Labor Statistics in its annual bul- 
letin just issued on wholesale prices 
ot commodities, reviewing the years 
from i860 to 1914, discloses that in the 
fifty:five years food prices were high- 
est in 18b4, when they were 
76 per 
?enlo?iore tba11 1914 prices and lowest 
in 1896 when they were 40 per cent, 
below. 


In the years- of the Civil War and 
dunng a dozen years or more after- 
ward, prices of all commodities were 
the highest since I860, when the first 
attempt was made at keeping a rec- 
ord of wholesale prices.

Vienna, Jan. 14.— The capture of 


Cetinje, capital of Montenegro, was 
announced by the war office. 


The fall of Cetinje before invading 


Austrian forces which greatly outnum- 
bered the comparatively small Monte- 
negrin armies, was regarded as a mat- 
ter of only a short time after the cap- 
ture by Austrians of Mont 
Lovcen. 


Ceinje is only six miles 
from that 


stronghold. 


The present location of the aionte- 


negrin capital is uncertain, but it is as- 
sumed the seat of the government was 
removed to some point in the interior 
when it became apparent that Cetinje 
was in peril. 


There have been conflicting reports 
as to the whereabouts of King Nicho- 
las, but he and officials o£ his govern- 
ment probably have taken retuge in 
the mountains. 
With Cetinje in the 
hands of the Austrians, the Montene- 
grins are hemmed in on almost every 
side and unlike the Serbians b,ave little

DEATH ENDS CAREER 
OF GENERAL HUERTA 


AT HOME IN EL PASO 
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Former Mexican Dictator Who Defied 


United States Dies in Texas 


While Awaiting Trial for 


Conspiracy.

El PSBO, Texas,, Jan. 14.—Gen. Vic- 
toriano Huerta, former 
provisional 
president of Mexico, died at his Home 
in th.iB city at 8:35 o'clock last night. 
He was unconscious 
from early 
in 
the afternoon. 


•Funeral arrangements for General 
Huerta had not been announced early 
today. 
The possibility of burial in 
Mexico, the land of his birth and from 
which he was an exile, was being con- 
sidered. 


Became President In 1913, 
Hueita took offlce 
as provisional 
president on February 19, 1913. Three 
days 
afterward Francisco Madero, 
one ct his brothers, who had been ar- 
rested with him, .and Jose Maria Pino 
Suaresi, vice president under Madeio, 
were assassinated while riding under 
guardguard -from the palace to

penitentiary. 


This crime" aroused 
a storm of in- 
dignation throughout

States. .In many quarters there-were 
demands for intervention but 
Presi- 
dent Taft,-who was. on the eve of 
leaving offlce,«»decided to take no ac- 
tion -which might commit the Incom- 
ing administration of President Wil- 
son.

PURPOSELY RETARDED 


M'CUMBER 'DECLARES 


Washington, Jan, 13.—The resolu- 
tion passed by the senate calling up-1 
on the interior department for all the 
information in its possession regard-1 
ing uie recent jumps in the price of I 
gasoline and the causes therefore, in- 
troduced by Senator 
McCumber of 
North Dakota, may be made the basis 
of a far-reaching investigation. So de- 
clared McCumber in a speech to the 
senate. 


Official 
government 
figures 
dis- 
close that in the face of rising prices 
of gasoline the production of crude 
petroleum last year was greater than 
in 1914, although production was 
"purposely retarded as far as practi- 
cable;" that reserve stooks of crude 
petroleum now held in the country 
are the largest ever 
recorded, andi 
that exports of gasoline, to which the I 
rise in prices frequently-has been at-1 
tnbuted, were in the last ten months1 
of 1915 less than the exports in the 
corresponding period of the two years 
previous. 


A statement issued by the Geolog- 
ical Survey estimated the 1915 pro- 
duction of market petroleum at 267,- 
400,000 barrels, 
2,000 barrels more 
than in 1914. The statement adds: 
Production Purposely Retarded. 
'This does not agree with the cur- 
rently reported 
reason for 
the ex- 


ceptionally high prices now prevail- 
ing for motor fuel. 
As a result of

the-year 1915 may be character-
